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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to tine amendment filed February 27, 2008. 
Status of the claims 

Claims 1-25, 27-32 and 47-48 have been canceled. Claims 49-50 are new and 
have been added. Claims 26, 33-46 and 49-50 are pending. Claims 35, 37-46 and 49- 
50 are withdrawn for pertaining to nonelected subject matter. Claims 26, 33-34 and 36 
are presently under examination. 

Newly submitted claims 49-50 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the reasons: provided in the restriction 
requirement mailed April 18, 2007, see Group V. 

Restriction requirement 

This application contains claims 35, 37-46 and 49-50 drawn to an invention 
nonelected with traverse in Paper filed June 25, 2007. A complete reply to the final 
rejection must include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 
CFR 1 .144) See MPEP § 821 .01 . 

Withdrawal of Objection(s) and Rejection(s) 

The objections and rejections not explicitly restated below are withdrawn due to 
applicants' response in amendment filed February 27, 2008. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The rejection of claims 26, 33-34 and 36 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragrapli, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement is withdrawn due to 
applicants' amendment to the claims in amendment filed February 27, 2008. 

The rejection of claims 26, 33-34 and 36 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
because of lack of enablement is withdrawn due to applicants' amendment to the claims 
in amendment filed February 27, 2008. 

The rejection of claims 26, 33-34 and 36 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention is withdrawn due to applicants' 
amendment to the claims in amendment filed February 27, 2008. 

New Objection(s) and Rejection(s) 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 26, 33-34 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Rosen et al.. United States Patent Application Publication No. US 
2002/0052308. 
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Rosen et al. disclose a nucleic acid sequence that is 100% identical to the 
nucleic acid sequence of SEQ ID N0:4 (see STIC alignment analysis attached to the 
instant Office Action and cited in the PTO-892). 

Rosen et al. teach that the invention relates to newly identified tissue specific 
cancer associated polynucleotides and the polypeptides encoded by these 
polynucleotides herein collectively known as "cancer antigens," and to the complete 
gene sequences associated therewith and to the expression products thereof, as well 
as the use of such tissue specific cancer antigens for detection, prevention and 
treatment of tissue specific disorders, particularly the presence of cancer. This Invention 
relates to the cancer antigens as well as vectors, host cells, antibodies directed to 
cancer antigens and recombinant and synthetic methods for producing the same. Also 
provided are diagnostic methods for diagnosing and treating, preventing and/or 
prognosing tissue specific disorders, Including cancer, and therapeutic methods for 
treating such disorders. The invention further relates to screening methods for 
Identifying agonists and antagonists of cancer antigens of the invention. The present 
invention further relates to methods and/or compositions for inhibiting the production 
and/or function of the polypeptides of the present Invention (Abstract). 

Thus Rosen et al. teach all the elements of claim s 26, 33-34 and 36 and these 
claims are anticipated under 35 USC 102(b).
